Declares Provincial 
Import Tax Illegal 


VICTORIA, Jan, 10.—Claiming that 
one province has no power under the 
British North America Act to tax im- 
portations from another proviace, E. 
P. Davis, K.C., opened argument to- 
day in the appeal of Little vs. the At- 
torney General against a decision of 
provincial supreme court that a case 
of liquor imported by Little from Cal- 
gary is subject to a forty pereént tax 
on behalf of the provincial govern- 
ment. 

The case is being heard in the 
court of appeals. The liquor in ques- 
tion was Canadian rye whiskey. The 
dec'sion in the case involves the right 
‘of the provincial government to tax 
iquor imported by private citizens 
into the province, at least in respect 
of Canadian made liquors.

Hon. Alex. Ross, Alberta Minister 


of Public Works Deals with — 
Unemployment 


LETHBRIDGE, Jan, 10,—Aside 
from a discussion of officers reports, 


the principal business of the Alberta 
Federation of Labor at its Tuesday 
afternoon session was the hearing of 
a@ speech by Hon, Alex Ross, minister 
of public works in the Alberta cab- 
inet, in which he dealt with the ques- 
tion of unemployment. 

Mr. Ross, in the course of his 
speech, took occasion {to lend his re- 
port to the appeal of Hon. James 
Murdock, Federa! minister of labor, 
who some dayg ogo jurged that em- 
ployers and employes 
Canada get together on the wage 
scales to replace those expiring the 
coming spring, and settle them defin- 
itely and amieably so that those con- 
templating jbullding and other cap'tal 
expenditures may make up _ their 
minds to undertake them without 
delay. This, he deciared, would give 
the greatest poss bie fillip to business 
and bring back a return of normal 
times and a consequent wiping out of 
the ranks of the unemployed in the 
least time. 

At the present time there are 8,70) 
registered un.mployed in Alberta, and 
Mr. ‘Ross, defending the Alberta gov- 
ernment from charges that nothing 
had been done to relieve the situation, 
said that the government was makiog 
an industr’al survey of the coal and 
other industries, in order that thers 
markets, a 
better control of the tndustries and 
consequent greater development. He 
cited the fact that in Alberta there 
&re 870 coal mines @0 of which have 
beeQ opened Jast year. Many of these 
should never have been opened; many 
were operating ona “shoe string.” 

He advocated better control, in the 
hope that companies operat ng might 
secure a wider market and jbe in a 
better postion to extend operat'ons
